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DROPPED STREETER. 


COCKRELL AND MOORE REPUDIATE ‘THE 
COMBINE CANDIDATE FOR SENATOR. 


Taubeneck Telegraphs to John * 
Stelle Calling Him to Springfield. 


DNLY ONE BALLOT TAKEN IN THE JOINT 
ASSEMBLY TO-DAY.

The Republicans and F. M. B. A. Men 
Refrain From Voting, the Democrats 
Casting Their 101 for Palmer—Moore 
‘Declares That His Oonstituents In- 
struct Him to Vote for Palmer—Re- 
publicans Alarmed. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., March 10.—The last dele- 
gation of members reporting for the renewal 
of joint balloting to-day arrived at 10:30 this 
morning, and it was stated that every man of 
the Democratic 101 or the Republican 100 
would be in his seat when the roll-call of the 
House and Senate was readin the joint as- 
sembly. The three Independent members, 
Taubeneck, Moore and Cockrell, came in last 
night. Mr. Streeter also returned from Mer- 
cer County yesterday afternoon, and Gen. 
Palmer visited his headquarters in Parlor No. 
6 of the Leland during the evening. ‘‘Long’’ 
Jones got in on the 10:30 train from Chicago 
last night, and was at once taken in tow bya 
group of his lieutenants, the party going di- 
rect to Streeter’s room, where they remained 
until after ll o’clock. Chairman ‘‘Charlie’’ 
Fuller of the Republican Steering Commit- 
tee showed up this morning with the ma- 
jority of returning members. 

This morning early it was given out on good 
authority that on the first joint ballot to-day, 
the 181st of the Senatorial fight, Hutchings, 
Stoker, Baker and Orawford, four of the 
Oglesby five, would cast their votes for 
Streeter. It was not asserted that Evans 
would surely hold out and continue to vote 

‘for Oglesby, but only that he had not signified 
his intention of falling into line for Streeter. 
The four named, however, were declared this 
morning to have pledged themselves to 
Streeter, the information being 
given to the Post-DIsPATCH correspond- 
ent by one of the Big Three, who 
asserted that this result, at least, of the first 
ballot had been guaranteed to him bya Re- 
publican leader who communicated with the 
four mentioned. Oonsiderable color was 
given tothe story by the fact that Stoker and 
Bacon, the only two of the four in Springfield 
last night, refused point blank tostate 
whether or not they were prepared to vote 
for Streeter, and could not beledto commit 
themselves to either the Streeter or Oglesby 
confession. 

On top of this statement ‘‘Long’’ Jones this 
morning asserted positively that a Senator 
would be elected on the second joint ballot 
to-day. He made this statement to two gen- 
tlemen with whom he was con but 
when asked to confirm it further, declined to 
do so. He also refused to state whether or 
not the four Oglesby men were now in line 
for Streeter, or to discuss the probabilities of 
to-dquy s 

„It would be foolish in me to say any- 
thing,“ he said. The balloting will tell the 
whole business, and this is no time to talk.’’ 


THE BIG THREE’S THREATS. 

Following the reported pledges of four of 
the five Oglesby rebels to vote foi Streeter on 
the first ballot, and the statement of ‘‘Long’’ 
Jones that an election would be reached on 
the second ballot, there camein suggestive 
sequence a flat-footed ultimatum from Moore 
and Cockrell ®f the ‘‘Big Three, that unless 
Streeter was elected by the third ballot to 
day they would giveup allhopeof Repub- 
lican unity of action on their candidate 
and cast their votes for Gen. Palmer. 
Taubeneck, who was in frequent conference 
with Streeter last night, was working hard 
all morning to keep Moore and Cockrell on 
the Streeter track. Some ofthe Palmer 101 
took a little comfort in the report that Moore 
and Cockrell were in earnest in the threat- 
ened move to Palmer if the Republicans failed 
to come to time, but the majority of Gen. 
Palmer’s followers declared that 
such action was not likely until 
the Republicans themselves showed an 
inclination to abandon “Streeter for 
some other candidate. In this connectiona 
new rumor was afloat this morning. It was 
to the effect that if Evans held out to the bit- 
ter end against Streeter the Republicans 
would endeaver to persuade the ‘‘Big Three’’ 
to join them in electing a candidate who by 
some political magic or dissolving light 
funny business might be made to poseina 
way that would be satisfactory to both 
farmers and Republicans. 

The rumor was laughed at by ‘‘Long’’ Jones 
and others, including even the Democrats, 
who believed that Moore and Cockrell, if not 
Taubeneck, would be afraid to elect a Repub- 
lican by their votes, knowing that Gen. 
Paimer was the choice of their constituency 
next toa Farmers’ Alliance man. 

Both steering committees held meetings 
this morning before the joint session opened. 
One of the significant features of the morning 
was the election of ‘‘Long’’ Jones. 


EVANS’ DENIAL, 

On his arrival this morning Senator Evans 
was seen by the Post-DISPATCH correspon- 
dent. He denied emphatically the report 
that he was to furnish the Big Three with 
written proofs of Streeter’s unconditional 
pledges to the Republicans and gave the fol- 
lowing account of his Chicago conference 
with Cockrell on Saturday last: 

„ saw Cockrell for one purpose only. said 
he, ‘‘and that wastoask him whether in the 
event of Streeter’s receiving the 100 Repub- 
lican votes he (Cockrell) would continue 
to vote when his vote and 
that of Dr. Moore would elect him. 
I told Cockrell that I ted to know this 
because I did not wis to put myself on 
recordas voting for Streeter unless it was 

my one vote wound elect 


paper stories that he and Dr. Moore had no 
intention of woting for Streeter when their 
votes would elect him. I said nothing to him 
about Streeter’s pledges to the Republicans, 
as Cockrell knew as woll as I did just what 
pledges Streeter had given. There is no 
question of my furnishing proofs. of these 
pledges, but I am to meet Cockrell and Moore 
this morning and learn positively from them 
whether or not they will vote to elect 
Streeter. I insist upon them telling me be- 


‘ . TAUBENECK TALKS. 
When seen this morning Taubeneck posi- 
tively confirmed the story of Cockrell and 
*s abandonment of Streeter. He said 


now firmly convinced that Palmer will be 
elected on the first ballot. 

COCKRELL AND MOORE DESERT STREETER. 

Messrs, Streeter, Taubeneck and Moore held 
acon at the latter’s boarding-house. 
Mr. Cockrell was seen at the Palace Hotel by 
Taubeneck and Streeter, but declined to con- 
ter with them further. To the Post-D18- 
PATCH Correspondent Mr. Cockrell said: 

Both Dr. Moore and myself have decided 
not to vote again for Streeter, and no 
promises that he can make will take us back 
to him. Streeter has made such pledges to 
the Republicans that he is now practically a 
Republican and there is no reason for our 
supporting him any longer. Streeter 
has got into such a position 
that he has no control over himself. He is 
not the same man he was when we first put 
him forward. I have voted on a principle for 
eight weeks and do not want toelect a man 
at the end of that time who is pledged in 
every way to the Republican party. Dr. 
Moore and myself will vote to-day in a way 
to end this fight by the election ofa Senator. 
Further than this I do not care to state. 

REPUBLICANS DEMORALIZED. 

The excitement caused by the new develop- 
ments reached fever heat, and all sorts of 
rumors were soon flying about. The Repub- 
lican camp was demoralized. Chairman 
Fuller of the Republican Steering Committee 
arrived at 10:30 and heard for the first time of 
Moore and Cockrell’s rebellion against 
Streeter. He broke out into a 
volley of decided forcibles and swore the two 
Independents up and down in a highly pic- 
turesque manner. All the Republicans were, 
in fact, wrought up to a fighting 
point over this sudden overthrow of 
their » plans and Senator Evans 
comes in for as much abuse as Cockrell 
and Moore. It is claimed that he precipitated 
the revolt of the independents, and will be 
solely responsible for Palmer's election. 
Chairman Fuller at once calleda meeting of 
the Republican Steering committee at the 
State · house. Rumors of a change from Streeter 
were then current. It was said that John P. 
Stelle would again be trotted in 
in a desperate hope of at least 
delaying the election of Palmer. Long“ 
Jones did not deny this, but stated that the 
decision of the Republicans would be made 
known and the joint balloting begun. 

The conference between Taubeneck, Street- 
er and Dr. Moore was soon ended, but they 
refused to discuss it. Taubeneck claimed 
that nothing definite was done, but it was 
learned that Dr. Moore emphatically an- 
nounced that he would not cast an- 
other vote for Streeter. The 
Democrats were, of course, jubilant 
and Gen. Palmer’s star went way up in the 
heavens, shining brightly. Their steering 
committee also held a session. It was 
claimed that they received personal assur- 
ances from Dr. Moore and Mr. Cockrell that 
their votes would be cast for Palmer on the 
ballot. 

THE REPUBLICAN PROGRAMME. 

It was stated later thatthe Republican 
Steering Committee issued instructions to the 
Republican 100 not vote to-day,and that in 
consequence another delay would retard the 
progress ofthe Senatorial fight. This is the 
only means of preventing temporarily the 
election of Palmer, and gives the 
Republicans another chance to work up 
some sortof a combine. Taubeneck wired 
John P. Stelle to come to Springfield at once 
and from which it became evident that a new 
movement was on foot. At 11:80 o’clock the 
convention hall was crowded as it has never 
been crowded before and the most intense 
excitement prevailed. 

THE JOINT ASSEMBLY. 

The House was called to order at 11:30 

o’clock. by Speaker Crafts, and the time from 

to oon was devoted to the fiitng of 
petitions and new bills. At 
the Senate entered the House and a 
deep hush fell over the same 
as that body filled down the main aisle and 
took seats with the Representatives. Mr. 
Streeter was conspicuous at this time in the 
rear of the Republicans. ‘‘Charlie’’ Fuller 
was skirmishing around the front and 
**Long’’ Jones occupied his usual command- 
ing position near the Speaker. 
There was one sick man on 
the lounge to the Speaker’s 
right, Lyman of Cook (Democrat), who came 
in assisted by his wife anda fellow member, 
and staggered slowly down the aisle, sinking 
wearily upon the lounge, where he was Care- 
fully covered with bedclothing and lay with 
closed eyes. The joint session opened 
amidst the deepest silence, the spec- 
tators crowding the lleries, the press 
seats and side aisles nding forward in 
hushed expectancy. The suspense was short 
lived and was settled by the result of the roll 
call. With the exception of Representative 
Callahan, not a Republican an- 
swered to his name, and the 
three Independents were equally silent. 
The flat of the Republican steering commit- 
tee had gone forth and another day’s delay in 
the Senatorial fight was passed. The roll call 
showed twenty-four Senators and seventy- 
eight representatives present, and ‘the first 
joint ballot of the day was then taken. 
The fact that it was a mere 
formality, and that there was no chance of 
anything being accomplished, broke the 
spell of expectant silence. The clerk called 
the roll as though he was about to drop 
asleep, and the murmur of commotion arose 
on every side. The result of 
the 153d ballot of the senatorial 
fight was 101 solid votes for John M. Palmer, 
the Republicans and F. M. B. A. not 
voting. A wild cheer burst from the Demo- 
cratic side, which was full of 
derision in its tone and the 
joint convention then adjourned until 
to-morrow at 12 o’clock. The Senate left the 
House and the latter resumed its session. The 
action of the Republicans is said to be the 
result of the new effort to effect another com- 
promise with the Independents and Stelle’s 
arrival is anxiously awaited. 

HUNTING A NEW CANDIDATE. 

The Republicans state that the delay in 
getting down to actual work will only be for 
twenty-four hours, and that they were forced 
to adopt these tactics in order to 
get time to breathe and see if there was any 
possibility of Palmer’s defeat by further 
treaty with Moore and Cockrell. They are 
evidently in the last stage of despera: 
tion, but insist that they will 
consent to a full vote to-morrow, no matter 
how the conference with the rebellious Inde- 
pendents results. The feeling against 
Moore, Cockrell and Senator Evans 
is most bitter in the Republican 
camp, but the expressions against 
the two Independents were moderating in 
view ofthe attempt to” be made to-night to 
come into line with them again. Streeter is 
virtually gone up the fiUue. Palmer is 
nearer victory than he has ever been, but 
there is a desperate combination still pos- 
sible to the Republicans, and Palmer men 
predict a new candidate to-morrow.

BURIED IN SNOW.

A Severe Blizzard Raging in Various 
Parts of Great Britain. 


NUMEROUS TRAINS LOST IN DRIFTS AND 
THE PASSENGERS BADLY FROZEN. 


Reports of Disasters—People Lost in the 
Blinding Snow Piled in Drifta Many 
Feet High—The Irish Party—France and 
Germany— Russia's Big Scheme—For- 
eign News. 


March 10.—The blizzard in the 
South of England continues, though the 
weather in London is milder. The railroads 
of Kent and Sussex are completely 
blockaded and the neighboring country 
is deep with snow. The hurricane 
which accompanied the snow storm, piled 
snow drifts on all sides, stopping all traffic 
on the railway lines and upon the country 
roads. Two traing full of passen- 
gers in the Midlands were snowed 
up last night, and the passengers were not 
rescued until this morning. The rescued 
people suffered terribly from cold dur- 
ing the night, owing to the un- 
heated condition of the cars. 4 train 
on the North Kent Railroad bound 
for this city was snowed up last night and 
still remains in the railroad cut where it was 
stopped by a drift. A number of en- 
gines have been sent to the scene, but 
they have been unable as yet to move the 
blocked train from the cutting. The Sheer- 
ness mail car cannot de found. It has been 
lost somewhere along the line of railroad 
between this city and Sheerness. A search 
party sent out after the missing mail car 
rescued the engineer out fof the 
engine. He was found frozen ina snow 
drift. Twoclergymen were snowed up ina 
carriage on the Zavor Shamm road last night 
and were rescued with dimulty after having 
suffered terribly. 


The English Labor Commission. 


Loxpox, March 10.—Mr. Wm. Henry Smith, 
First Lord of the Treasury, replying last 
night in the House of Commons to questions 
on the subject, said that he expected to be 
able to make a statement in regard to the 
composition of the Labor Commission on 
Thursday next. Itis reported that Mr. John 
Aird, Member of Parliament for South Pad- 
dington, and Messrs. Giffen, Burns and 
Mawdsley, the latter a moderate trades- 
unionist who opposed the eight-hour Dill, 
will be invited to sit with the commission. 

THE SHIPPING FEDERATION. 

It is admitted that the Shipping Federation 
has won the day in the contest with the un- 
ions, and this without going beyond the first 
levy of 1 penny per ton imposed on the ship- 
ping of its members. This levy brought in 
about £30,000. The Federation has not low- 
ered wages, the general tendency being to 
increase wages. 

A DRIVING MATCH POSTPONED. 

LonpDon, March 10.—The final postponement 
yesterday of the November driving match 
between Lord Lonsdale and Lord Shrewsbury 
was due to the fact that the roads were filled 
with snow drifts which rendered 
ver an impossibility. The condi- 
tions of the match were that the two lords 
should drive one horse each for five miles, 
two horses each for the next twelve miles, 
then drive four horses each for five miles.and 
finally ride and drive two horses each in 
harness for the last five miles. 

THE THEATER BILL. 

LONDON, March 10.—Mr. Irving and Mr. 
Beerbohm Tree have by invitation conferred 
with Sir John Lubbock, Chairman of the 
London County Council, in regard to the bill 
which proposes to confer upon the London 
County Council the censorship and super- 
vision of the London tbeaters, a bill which 18 
bitterly opposed by the theater managers 
and by the prominent actors of this city. 
Consequently the bill has been postponed. 

THE JACKSON ABDUCTION, 

Lonpow, March 10.—The abduction of Mrs. 
Jackson by her husband on Sunday will prob- 
ably be the subject of inquiry in Parliament. 
English law on the question of conjugal 
rights is rather antiquated for the present 
ideas of woman’s rights. It was extended 
to India about a quarter of century ago, and 
is used by Hindoo husbands to compel wives 
who were wedded in infancy and have never 
seen the husband, to live with him, the wives 
in many instances being mere children. The 
Jackson case illustrates its possible use in 
England and may lead to a change that will 
give a wife security from an outrage like that 
at Clitherge. 

JUSTICE STEPHEN’S CASE. 

LonpDon, March 10.—The News disapproves 
the attitude assumed by Mr. Smith in the 
Justice Stephen affair inthe Houseof Com- 
mons last night. The Chronicle says: 

Mr. Cobb must furnish Mr. Smith with specific 
facts. It would be a terrible thing if Justice Stephen 
had to conduct a murder trial which such deadly ru- 
mors are about. 

The Telegraph does not regret that Mr. Cobb 
raised the question, but justifies Mr. Smith’s 
refusal toinitiate anappeal to the Crown. 
Mr. Cobb, the Telegraph insists, should ad- 
duce proof of the truth of his charges. The 
Standard defends Justice Stephen and ex- 
presses the belief that the opinion f Lord 
Coleridge in the matter is sufficient, 

THE POSTAL ESTIMATES. 

Lonpoyw, March 10.—It is understood that 
the postal services estimates propos- 
ing to devote the sum of 439, 000 to the 
mail packet service between Vancouver and 
Japan, will be opposed in the House of Com- 
mons by Mr. J. Henniker Heaton, member 
for Canterbury, who recently returned to 
England after a long visit to the United 
States and Canada in the interests of a sys- 
tem of 1-cent postage. 

A BANKEB’S SUICIDE. 

Lonrpown, March 10.—Col. Chas. Drummond, 
of the banking-house of Messrs. Drummond, 
yesterday committed suicide by shooting 
himself with a revolver. Troubles growing 
out of a law suit with a former friend was the 
cause of the act. The coroner’s jury ren- 
dered a verdict of temporary insanity.

Russia’s Big Schemes. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, March 10.—The tension of 
affairs caused by the political question in 
Scandinavia is keenly watched and followed 
here. Russia has long been waiting for the 
opportunity to Incorporate into the Russian 
Empire the country Beyond the Northwest 
frontier, thus gaining a free Atlantic sea-. 
board and enabling Russia to make Ofoten, in 
Norway, a naval port of equal strategic im 
portance to Viadivostock, near the northern 
limit of Corea, on the Sea of Japan, by join- 
ing the gap now separating the railway sys- 
tems of Russia and Scandinavia. The schemes 
have hitherto been eclipsed by the grander 
schemes of the Balkans and a possible ex- 
tension of Russian territory in that direction. 

THE JEWISH QUESTION. 

St. PETERSBURG, March 10.~The semi-ofi- 
cial Novoe Vremya has taken up the hint that 
if the Rothschilds espouse the cause of the 
Hebrews it means financial pressure upon the 
Russian Government, and publishes a long, 
venomous article stating that the Roths- 
childs themselves have given hostages to the 
Russian Government, insomuch that they 
now own practically all the naphtha springs 
of Baku, and have arranged with the Ameri- 
can Standard Oil Co. to divide the markets of 
the world. The Novee Vremya then says that 
Russia would not fail in the event of financial 
troubles to give a Roland for an Oliver. 
Since the London Mansion House meeting, 
which expressed sympathy with the Hebrews 
and resulted in sending, through the Lord 
Mayor, the memorial t the Gar, which was 
returned unread, the severity of the anti- 
Jewish penal laws have been redoubled in 
vigor. When the written laws are inade- 
quate arbitrary laws replace them.

France and Germany. 

London, March 10.—There is reason to be- 
lieve that Lord Salisbury made a strong plea 
to the Queen against her attitude in regard to 
the relations between Germany and France. 
The Queen strongly espoused the Kaiser in 
his grievance against the French, and an- 
nounced her intention of abandoning her visit 
to Grasse unless the Empress Frederick re- 
ceived an apology from the French Govern- 
ment for the rudeness shown her in Paris. 
Lord Salisbury, however, succeeded in induc- 
ing her Majesty to carry out her original pro- 
gramme, leaving the Empress out of the 
question. The Empress, therefore, returns 
to Germany instead of accompanying her 
mother as had been arranged. The incident 
has aroused great bitterness in court circles, 
which is intensified by the knowledge that 
the Prince of Wales has had a serious quarrel 
with his mother on the subject while support- 
ing, it is believed, the argument of Lord 


Salisbury. 
THE KAISER IN PARIS, 

BERLIN, March 10.—A correspondent says 
that the statement to which currency hasfbeen 
given, that the Emperor William has never 
been in Paris, is incorrect. As Prince Will- 
iam he was twice in that city, but on both 
occasions he preserved a strict incognito. On 
one of these occasions he was recognized by 
some French officers in a theater, and left 
Paris immediately. His brother, Prince 
Henry, has also been in the French capital, 
and the Empress Frederick has paid five 
visits to Paris since 1870.

A Fatal Explosion. 


G w, March 10.—In the Dixon Iron 
Works in this city to-day a condenser used in 
the manufacture ofammonia exploded with 
terrific force and fatal effect. The mangled 
remains of three of the employes have al- 
ready been recovered and four other bodies, 
including that of Mr. Milne, the manager of 
the concern, are known to be buried beneath 
the debris. A number of persons were also 
severely injured. Workmen are making 
every effort to recover the bodies of Mr. 
Milne and his unfortunate companions. 


The Kaiser’s Intimate Friend. 


BERLIN, March 10.—The transfer of Count 
Eulenberg from Stuttsgart to Munich is re- 
garded in Berlin as a sign that the Emperor 
wishes to be represented at the Court ‘of 
Bavaria by a minister of whose attachment 
to his person there can be no doubt. Count 
Eulenberg and the Kaiser were intimate per- 
sonal friends before William’s elevation to 
the throne and have so continued.

CLEARED UP AT LAST 


The Mystery of the Alleged Killing of 
Esther Solymosis. 


FACTS SHOWING THAT THE SUPPOSED 
VICTIM I8 ALIVE AND WELL. 


A Dispute Over the Identity of a Young 
Girl Recalls the Terrible Massacre of 
Jews in Tisza Eszlar, Hungary—Is Rose 
Kohlmeyer Esther Solymosis?—Coroner 
Levy Investigates. 


New York, March 10.—The mystery sur- 
rounding the alleged murder of Esther Soly- 
mosis by the Jews of Tisza Eszlar, Hungary, 
has undoubtedly been cleared up. In the t- 
tle village in question on the River 
Theiss, inthe spring of 1882, the Jews, who 
constituted a large proportion of the popu- 
lation, were preparing to celebrate the 
feast of the Passover. The feeling against 
the Jews of Austro-Hungary was at that time 
at its height. They were bated and despised 
by all, and the more ignorant class attributed 
to them all kinds of unnatural and heathen- 
ish practices. It was even charged that 
Christians were sacrificed on their 
altars and their blood used to 
mix with the cakes eaten in the Jewish ritual 
at the feast of the Passover. So when, in 
that year, 14-year-old Esther Solymosis, the 
daughter of a poor Christian farmer, sud- 
denly disappeared on the Saturday preceding 
Easter and rumor spread that she had been 
enticed in the Jewish temple of Tisza Eszlar 
and sacrificed, the feeling of hatred against 
the Jews was fanned into open persecution. 
Ten weeks after Esther’s disappearance the 
body of a young girl, with her face fright- 
fully torn and mutilated and throat cut from 
ear to ear, was dragged from the Theiss by 
the police. The remains were identified by 
Esther’s mother as those of her child, Then 
the priests of the temple were thrown 
into prison; all the foremost He- 
brew families were 80 persistenthy 
persecuted that they were virtually driven 
into exile. In some cases they were even 
tortured. Five persons were actually put on 
trial for the murder. It was in vain 
they protested that the whole case 
wasa conspiracy and that the authorities 
themselves had kidnaped and then placed 
the child’s body inthe river from which it 
was subsequently recovered, to lend color to 
the alleged mystery of the sacrifice. 

ROSA KOHLMEYER. 

The persecution did not end in Tisza where 
it started. It spread throughout the Empire, 
and thousands upon thousands of unhappy 
children of Israel were forced to seek refuge 
in this country. The case excited the 
greatest interest on both sides of the 
Atlantic. During June, July and August 
the cable brought detailed descriptions of 
the trial scenes, the torturing of witnesses 
and the persecutionsin general throughout 
the country. The trial ended in the acquittal 
of the accused. As time passed the case 
went into criminal history as one mystery 
more. It was soon forgotten by all except 
the unhappy victims, 

Rosa Kohhmeypr, a - ‘Hungarian ~ 
about 21 years old, arrived in this port 
In 1888. She was accompanied by a 
friend, Juliska Ladisz. The girls had become 
acquainted aboard the steamer which 
brought them to this country. Rosa sought 
board and lodging at the house of H. Brown, 
a tailor, at No. 201 East Fifty-eighth street. 
One day in August, 1889, she showed Mrs. 
Brown a very old-fashioned pair of stock- 
ings. 

They belonged to my grandmother Soly- 
mosis, she sad. 

Mrs. Brown was one of the Jews who had 
been forced to leave Tisza on account of the 
Solymosis case. The mention of the name 
made her shudder. 

„Was Solymosis your father’s or your 
mother’s mother?’’ she asked, 

My father’s,’’ was the reply. | 

Mrs. Brown related the conversation to her 
husband.He saw the Ladisz girland asked her 
what she knew of Rosa. Juliska said that on 
the steamer Rosa had boasted of the fact that 
on the day she left Buda-Pesth she had 
burned a hundred letters from dig 
people.’’ Further, she declared that Rosa 
had told her there was a great secret con- 
nected with her life. When she became sea- 
sick she had called Juliska and told her that 
if she was going to die she wanted to confess 
a great secret. Juliska often asked her to 
reveal the story after she recovered, but she 
invariably avoided conversation on the sub- 
ject. Mr. Brown went to Coroner Levy. 
That gentleman at once set to work in a sys- 
tematic and thorough manner. Their sus- 
picions, however, becoming aroused, and 
fearing that she might leave the city, he last 
night determined to reveal the whole matter 
to the public, 

THE INVESTIGATION. 

At No. 201 East Fifty-eighth street last night 
the Coroner met with his witnesses. They 
told their stories in a straight-forward man- 
ner. According to their evidence, strongly 
corroborated as it was, there seems no doubt 
that Rosa Kohlmeyer and Esther Solymosis are 
one and the same person. Rosa and Annie 
Wildman of No. 207 Seventh street, two very 
pretty girls, well educated and speaking En: 
glish fluently, declared most positively that 
they knew Rosa and Esther are the same. 
They had both gone to school with her; they 
knew her mother and they had not the 
shadow of a doubt they were right. 

Only yesterday, Rosa said, woe both 
went to the house where she lived, and in ac- 
cordance with Coroner Levy’s instructions 
pretended we were looking for ‘work. We 
saw Esther, or Rosa as she calls herself, 
and conversed with her for an hour. I think 
she recognized us but would not admit it. 

Mr. Gaggenheim said he had known Esther 
for more than a year. He wanted her to see a 
play called Tissa Esslar, founded on the 
story of her supposed murder, which was 
being acted in the Thalia Theater. She re- 
fused to go, however. Esther, he says, is 
now working in Cohn’s jersey factory, this 
city. 

Joseph Frankel and his wite gave evidence 
similar to that of the Wildman girls. Both 
swore they knew Esther in Tisza Eszlar and 
recognized her at Gaggenheim’s last Sunday. 

I shuddered when I saw her and thought 
of the wrongs she had brought upon our peo- 
ple,’’ said Mr. Frankel. His wife had also 
been a schoolmate of Esther’s. The state- 
ments of all the witnesses tallied exactly with 
one another. It was impossible to doubt their 
sincerity. Finally the Ooroner decided to call 
upon Esther with the entire party of wit- 
nesses and newspaper men, and, if .

Cor- 
oner Levy had not even then given up hope 
of causing her to break down ultimately and 
confess. The chances, however, appeared 
very poor. The girl was cool and self-pos- 
sessed and simply contented herself with de- 
nying everything that was said. When asked 
if she had no papers to prove her identity she

From Whom the Grand-Jury Can Learn 
of the Motor Franchise Deal. 


A COMPLETE EXPOSE OF THE ASSEMBLY’S 
$210,000 GRAB. 


How the Seven Bills Were Passed Simul- 
taneously and the Members Feasted 
and Drank at the Expense of the Street- 
Car Lobbyiste—Information for the 
Grand Inquisitors. 


The ventilation of the street car deals by 
which the franchises authorizing seven com- 
panies to change their motive power were 
bought outright for a sum stipulated and 
paid, offers to the Grand-jury an opportunity 
to begin an investigation which 
will undoubtedly disclose the in- 
famous methods pursued by the 
Municipal Assembly, and at last 
bring some of the iniquitous public officials 
into court to answer for their wrong doing. 
Various attempts have been made with more 
orless energy to discover evidence which 
would justify an indictment of some of these 
notorious offenders, but they have failed in 
all but rare instances. But now the Grand- 
jury, simply for the asking, can obtain 
information which will enable them 
tofind and indict the men who have sold 
their votes for money. The seven ordinances 
cost the promoters $210,000, and those seven 
bills have a history which is shameful. They 
were introduced at about the same time and 
they traveled together through the Assem- 
bly. They went tothe committee en masse, 
were considered together, reported to- 
gether and passed together. They 
went to the Mayor together, they 
were all approved onthe same day, April 4, 
1990, and as ordinances they numbered con- 
secutively 15,600, 15,601, 15,602, 15,603, 15,604, 
15,65 and 15,606. Their passage was as dis- 
graceful as the methods by which it was se- 
cured, and when the legislators had delivered 
the goods they were feasted and 
dined by the lobbyists at a saloon 
just opposite the City Hall. But little 
attention had been attracted to the bills and 
when it was announced that just at the close 
of the session they had been rushed through 
witha hurrah and the feast had followed 
there was a great deal of surprise that such 
important legislation could be enacted with 
so much secrecy. | 

THE EXPLANATION. 

The explanation of it was that the fran- 
chises had been bought outright and neither 
the Assembly nor the lobbysists wanted 
call any attention to them. 

The seven ordinances authorize the Benton- 
Bellefontaine: Forest Park, Laclede & Fourth 
Street, the Lindell, the Mound City, the Mis- 
souri, the Union Depot and the Vandeventer 
Avenue street railroad companies to erect 
and maintain overhead wires and to operate 
the roads by electricity;also to make any 
necessary changes in the tracks. 

When they were introduced one director 
undertook to attend to all of them, and he 
turned lobbyist at once. He was frequentry 
seen around the City Hall and the chambers 
of the House and Council. The members of 
the Assembly told him plainly that no prog- 
ress could be made with those bills until the 
members and the promoters came to an un- 
derstanding, and after negotiating for some 
time they told him that the price would be 
$30,000 per road, or $210,000 for all seven. 

The active director went to his own and the 
other boaras and laid the proposition before 
them. It was not greedily accepted, but it 
has become such a notorious fact that no en- 
terprise can secure legislation without pay- 
ing for it that all of them but one consented. 
That one was the Benton-Bellefontaine and 
one of its directors opposed the proposition, 
and stated that he wanted to be put 
on récord as opposing any such methods. A 
majority ofthe board voted ‘‘no’’ and the 
scheme fell through. But shortly afterwards 
some of those who had opposed the propost- 
tion were offered a chance to sell 
their stock and they accepted it.

They had built 
their pipe lines to South Chicago, but could 
not get a franchise torun mains into the 
city, so, knowing of the contemplated plan to 
include Hyde Parkinthe city, they bought 
the gas works to use itse mains 
and get into Chicago when Hyde Park be- 
came part of it. In this, however, they were 
defeated inthe Corporation Council by the 
Gas Trust and they are still limited to the old 
boundaries of Hyde Park. Benjamin Butter- 
worth, one of the incorporators in the new 
bill, was in some way connected with the 
transactions at that time. 

The process isa simple one and the gas 
bad unless burned with the special burner 
used for it. This burner is a carbon comb 
which works very much on the principle of an 
incandescent light, then it does fairly well. 

According to the statement of one inter- 
ested in the new ordinance the intention is to 
operate the gas works along with the new 
conduits to be laid under the Sutter conduit 
franchises. 

The bill may be considered in the Council 
this afternoon by the committee or it may be 
postponed until some future day. 

The members who went on the junket seem 
satisfied enough with the process and the re- 
sults, but about the ordinance they do not 
seem so well pleased. 


Meeting of the B. P. I. 

The Board of Public Improvements held its 
regular meeting at 10 o’clock to-day. All the 
members were present. Maj. Murphy pre- 
sented an ordinance which is well calculated 
todo away with a great many difficulties 
which have been encountered in the new 
parts ofthe city. All persons building in this 
new territory have found it difficultto fix 
the grade at which toset their foundations 
because the grades of the streets had not 
been fixed by law. The ordl- 
mance introduced fixes the grades of 
all the streets within the limits bounded by 
Arsenal street, Gravois avenue, Tholozen 
avenue, Cabanne street and Morgan Ford 
road.

THE PEOPLE’S OPPORTUNITY. 

When street railways pay , 000 in 
bribes for the passage of ordinances, it is 
evident that the Municipal Assembly 
which pocketed the money could have ob- 
tained a larger sum for the city, ifthe mem- 
bers had been legislating for the city 
rather than betraying a public trust for 
private profit. 

The ordinances must have been worth 
$300,000 at least to the companies, and 
doubtless they would rather have paid 
$300,000 openly to the city for them than

islature in the past St. Louis would now be 
in receipt of a very large revenue from

than $1,000,000, and will do so to the end. 

This is the price we pay for allowing 
national party machines to assume control 
of the purely business affair of municipal 
government.

REVISED FIGURES. 


Showing the W of Con- 
gressional Representatives. 


HOW MISSOURI WILL FARE ON ACCOUNT 
OF THE INCREASED POPULATION. 


A List Showing the States Having More | 
Representatives Than They Are En- 
titled To-The Largest and Smallest 
Districts—To-Day’s Events at the Na- 
tional Capital. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March W.—A supple- 
ment to the Congressional Directory showing 
the apportionment of representatives to the 
States and the boundaries of representative 
districts has just been published. It con- 
tains tables of population by counties, dis- 
tricts as now bounded and States, for the in- 
formation of legislatures. The following is 
the number of representatives apportioned: 
toeach State under the acts of 1880 and 1890 
and the average number of inhabitants to 
each representative according to the latest 
revised figures of the 1890 census: 
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The average number of inhabitants to the 
representative in the whole country is a 
trifle under 176,000. 

It will be geen that Nevada (which became 
a State in 1864) has a representative for the 
least number of persons. Wyoming and 
Idaho, erected into States last year, come 
next. Colorado’s Congressmen represent 
more persons than those of any other State, 
and it is the thirty-eighth State in age. 

As the districts are now bounded the Fourth 
New Jersey is the smallest in the country 
(leaving out of the calculation Nevada and 
Idaho). It contains 122,478 persons. The 
Twenty-eighth New York contains but 126,126 
persons, and the Fourth Indiana but 
129,339. All other districts are over 
130,000 and there is barely a dozen under 140, - 
000. The largest district in the country is the 
First Illinois (in Chicago), 316,280, The next 
largest is the Thirteenth New York (in New 
York City), 312,44. The Third Illinois (also a 
part of Chicago) has 807,972 persons, the 
Fourth Pennsylvania (part of Philadelphia) 
has 309,986 and the Fifth Minnesota (it con- 
tains thirty-two counties), 302,665. 

INCREASED REPRESENTATION, 

The following States have more represent- 
atives than they are entitled to under a rule 
requiring an average of 176,000 inhabitants to 
one representative: 

Alabama, California, Delaware, Georgia, 
Idaho, Dlinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kentucky, 
Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Montana, Nevada, Ohio, Oregon, Pensylva- 
nia, Rhode Island, South Carolina, South Da- 
kota, Texas, Vermont, Virginia, Washing- 
ton, Wisconsin and Wyoming. None of the 
other States have less than they would be en- 
titled to under that rule.

The apportionment gives to Missouri one 
more Representative than she now has. As 
her average will then be 177, 00 to each Rep- 
resentative, eight districts are too large and 
six are too small. St. Louis lacks 80,000 popu- 
lation of the number she should have to enti- 
tle her to the exclusive possession of three 
Representatives. 

Of the territories, New Mexico sends a dele- 
gate to represent 153,593 persons, and Utah 
one to represent 207,905 persons. Each one of 
the territories is larger than Nevada, and all 
but Arizona are larger than Wyoming. Utah 
and New Mexico are larger than Idaho,

under the new law until the next session of 
Congress. There is little doubt as to his au · 
thority to make the appointments at once, 
but he wishes more time in which to make 
the selections.

AT THE LOCAL THEATERS. 


Romantio Drama, Comedy and Musical 
Farce Invite Amusement Lovers. 


There is a sharp contrast between the work 
of Cora Tanner and the play in which she 
appears at the Grand this week. 

The former is keyed down to a quietly nat- 
ural and artistic tone, while the latter is 
pitched up to the highest point of artificial 
Claptrap. Miss Morton has taken the central 
incident of her play from a novel which the 
skill of the writer may make acceptable to 
those who admire stories of French intrigue 
twisted into complications which afford a 
sensational denouement designed to exploit 
intense mixed e , but transferred to 
the stage it would be difficult for the highest 
genius in dramatist and actorto give it the 
color of reality. 

The purpose of the author was evidently to 
devise such tortures for the heroine as should 
afford opportunity for the expression of the 
strongest emotions and the deepest suffering, 
but the skill of the writer was not fully equal 
to the task. The situation lack the convinc- 
ing logic of skilfully handled circumstances, 
and therefore even the best work of the 
actors cannot prevent an impression of ab- 
surdity tothe more intelligent people in the 
audience. 

There are evidences of crudity throughout 
the play. The emotional scenes lack clear- 
ness and force of conviction, while the com- 
edy scenes sometimes betray a want of skill 
and taste. The character and conduct of the 
persons on the stage lead one to wonder how 
it is- possible that they move in the best 
society and whether the author really knows 
the difference between a sacred and a flippant 
emotion, or the distinction between the com- 
edy of polite manners and the comedy of vul- 
garity. She is evidently not a home in the 
locale of her play. 

Miss Tanner deserves praise for an intelll- 
gent, capable effo:t to give adequate and ar- 
tistic representation to the part of Helene 
Buderaff. She holds her emotions well under 
control and reaches a result which is as ef- 
fective as circumstances permit. Harold 
Russell gives an earnest and conscientious 
piece of work as Dr. Maurice Clement. Rob- 
ert Edeson succeds in giving a pleasing 
unconventionality to the part of Raymond de 
Serene and is fairly effective. Owen Westford 
outlines the character of the Italian Conari 
broadly but clearly.The Teddy Smith of Theo, 
M. Brown is neat and pleasing. Goldie An- 
drews gives rather too much filppancy to the 
ingenue part of Sylvaine; Ada Dwyer is weak 
as Lady Carylsferd. The Lord Carylsterd of 
George R. Edeson is clever of its kind and the 
Mme, Clemont of Virginia Buchanan is en- 
tirely satisfactory. The play is handsomely 
staged.

Few attractions are better suited to the 
popular taste than this picture of New En- 
gland home and country life.

The types of 
character are taken from life, and while 
the drama itself is not of the highest order 
of merit, andis adjusted too nicely to the 
popular demand for enduring artistic value, 
it strikes a good medium of worth.

It is 
full of entertaining incidents and pleasing 
features, while the scenes on the farm of 
Aunt Abby are thoroughly natural. 

The cast is the same as that presenting it 
hére before, Fanny Denham Rouse leading it 
in her fine impersonation of Aunt Abby.

The Two Senators Abuse Ex-Labor 
Commissioner Meriwether. 


A r. LOUIS EDITOR ALSO DENOUNCED IN

A Sensational Scene in the Senate-The

JEFFERSON CITY, March 10,—It seems that 
the waters troubled by the removal of the 
late Commissioner Lee Meriwether will never 
be quieted. The Senate this morning took 
another turn atreviling him. Senator 
Jasper Burks arose to a question 
of personal privilege and proceeded 
to roast a st. Louis morning paper 
and Lee Meriwether, That paper, he said, 
had insinuated that he was the tool of the 
‘*pluck-me’’ stores and that Meriwether had 
quoted him as saying that he thought chil- 
dren should be made to work in factories and 
mines. He called both charges lies 
and then proceeded to pay 
his respects to Meriwether, making 
his alleged mistreatment of his wife the sole 
ground of abuse and calling him every name 
that came handy to his tongue. He censured 
Senator Miller for defending Meriwether. 
Miller replied that Meriwether made a good 
official and he had only lately learned 
of his mistreatment of his 
wife. Senator Sam Majors then concluded to 
say something. He called the editor of a St. 
Louis paper a rattlesnake and an animal, and 
said that no such creature could give advice 
to Missouri. He said that when he read Mrs. 
Meriwether’s letter he thought that Mert- 
wether ought to have his throat cut and 
that he would have appointed himself a 
committee of one to do it, had he run across 
him. Having tossed his hat into the ring, he 
climbed over the ropes, and asked the news- 
paper men to state that if either the editor 
referred to or Meriwether wished to call him 
to account they could find him any time and 
ifhe could not ‘‘lick’’ them he would leave 
Howard County forever. 

THE HOUSE. 

The House spent the morning hour endeav- 
oring to pass a resolution fixing the time for 
adjournment. Theil7th, 19th and 20th inst. 
were the dates proposed. The argument took 
up the morning hour and went over until to- 
morrow. It is probable that the final ad- 
journment will be upon the 19th. 

The House this morning passed Church’s 
bill, allowing the Jury Commissioner of St. 
Louis toappoint a deputy who shall have 
power to fulfill the duties of 
the Commissioner’s office in the 
absence or iliness gf the Commis- 
sioner. The bill contained an emergency 
clause, Crouch’s bill providing that in the 
option of the officers approving the bond, any 
public officer may be required to give in place 
of an ordinary bond, a surety company bond, 
passed the House this morning. 

THE SAVINGS BANK BILL. 

Senator Espenschied yesterday afternoon 
succeeded in having his savings bank bill 
calfed up in the Senate, and after he had 
made a brief explanation of it it passed 
without opposition. The bill was voted down 
last week because many Senators did not un- 
derstand what it was. The object of the bill 
is to provide for the incorporation, un- 
der the State law, of penny savings 
banks. The system contemplated, if the bill 
becomes a law, is one by which a person may 
deposit any amount, no matter how small, A 
stamp representing the amount of the de- 
posit is placed upon the depositor’s book, 
and when the amount reaches $1, the page of 
stamps is torn ot and the money begins to 
draw interest. The depositors, aside from 
their interest, share in whatever profits may 
accrue tothe bank. Such institutions have 
proven a success in other states. 

THE MECHANICS’ LIEN BILL. 

The committee substitute to Senator 
Stone’s mechanics’ lien bill passed the sen- 
ate yesterday afternoon. The bill prevents a 
material man from taking a len upon a 
building without the knowledge and consent 
ofthe owner. The objectisto prevent con- 
tractors from covering a building with liens 
against the property to more than the con- 
tract price of the structure. A large dele- 
gation trom St. Louls was in the 
city tofightthe bill last week, and almost 
every lumberman in the State has written to 
his Senator asking him to vote against it, but 
this could not prevent the passage of the bill. 
The bill does not interfere with the filing of a 
lien for labor.

A Disgraceful Fight. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., March 10.—The House 
declared yesterday that in the four contested 
cases from Pulaski County, where it was said 
the Democrats ran the Republicans from the 
polis, that the Democrats were entitled to 
the seats,asthe House could not go behind 
the returns. 

Great excitement prevailed in the House of 
Representatives this morning about 11 
o’clock, E. O. Mitchell of Boone and H. O. 
Head of Little River participating in a dis- 
graceful fight. The question of calling a 
constitutional convention was under consid- 
eration, Mr. Sevier having introduced 
a substitute for the Se bill 
providing that the question should be sub- 
mitted to a vote ofthe people instead of the 
Legisiature the convention, as pro- 
vided by the Senate bill. Mr. Mitchell spoke 
in favor of the constitution. He 


said a radical change in the opinion of the 


people had been wrought since they 
voted down the proposition two years ago. 
He believed that as great a number would 


vote for the proposition now as opposed it on 


that occasion. Two years ago the Republicans 
were in favor of a new constitution. 
Now they were opposed to it. They 
had heard of the Mississippi Constitution and 
were afraid that Arkansas would adopt one 
like that. 

Mr. Head, who is an Independent Demo- 
crat, said that from the vote cast by the peo- 
ple of Boone County two years ago, which 
was 370 for and 1,385 against, the people did 
not want a constitutional convention. 

Mr. Mitchell replied that many Demo- 
crats in his county did not vote on that 
proposition and that they were not like the 
people of Little River County, who went 
about shaking hands with the ‘‘niggers.’’ 
Mr. Head said that if the gen- 
tleman from Boone intimated that 
his people were in the habit of shaking hands 
with ‘‘niggers,’’ he stated something that 
was not true. 

Mr. Mitchell sprang from his seat and hurled 
an inkstand at Mr. Head which barely missed 
the member from Little River. The two men 
occupied seats about thirty feet 
from each other. Mr. Head re- 
turned the compliment firing 
at Mitchell the ink-stand lyingon his desk. 
Then throwinga two-pound piece of silver 
which served as a paper-weight on Mr. 
Holt’s desk, Mr. Head also picked up a 
large spittoon and threw it at Mr. Mitchell. 
The missile struck Mitchell’s desk and broke 
into a hundred fragments. No one was m- 
jured during the fight, but several members 
were well bespattered with ink and tobacco 
juice.

HATHAWAY’S CANE.

Alleged Suppression of Evidence in 
Hathaway-Whelan Murder Case. 


THE DEFENDANT'S ATTORNEY MAKES 
CHARGES AGAINST A POLICE OFFICIAL, 


A Piece of Evidence Upon Which Hath- 
away’s Freedom Depended—The Hen- 
nessy Trial—A Talk With Politez—Shot 
by a Planter—Killed in a Duel-—The 
Criminal Calendar. 


Oma, II., March 10,—An important and 
sensational chapter was added to the history 
ofthe Hathaway-Whelan murder case yes- 
terday morning in Lieut. Kipley’s office. At- 
torney W. A. Foster accused the Chief of De- 
tectives of attempting to hang the defendant 
in spite of the law and the facts. The trouble 
was about a cane, which the defense said was 
carried by Hathaway on the night of the 
shooting. The cane was the pivotal point in 
thetrial. The defense set up that Hathaway 
was attacked by two strong men and forced 
into a corner. Whelan, it was claimed, 
took from Hathaway his cane and 
used it in the assault. Finally, when 
Hathaway could retreat no further, he fired 
the fatal shot while his assailant was beating 
him with the cane. The defendant’s attor- 
ney, Mr. Foster, tried to show that Hatha- 
way had a cane when he entered the saloon, 
but he was unable to produce but three wit- 
nesses who would testify to that fact, and 
these were not as positive in their statements 
as the witnesses for the prosecution were 
that no cane figurea in the fight, The case 
went tothe jury with a preponderance of 
evidence in favor of the prosecution’s plea 
that Hathaway was not attacked with a 
heavy cane and was, therefore, not justified 
in using his revolver. Since the trial, how- 
ever, it has been learned, so Mr. Foster says, 
that there wasacane inthe affair, The at- 
torney charges that the witnesses who swore 
to the contrary committed wilful perjury 
by which a man’s liberty for life was for- 
feited. Chariton and Foster, Hathaway’s 
attorneys, saythat they learned not only 
that there was a heavy cane inthe hands of 
Whelan when he was shot, but that the cane 
had been in the possession of Lieut. Kipley 
ever since a day or two following the en- 
counter. The fact thatthe influential police 
officer shuld surpress shuch vital evidence 
roused the fighting blood in Hathaway’s at- 
torneys and prompted them to attack Lieut. 
Kipley in hisown stronghold. Mr. Chariton 
said there were other factsin the Hathaway 
case in the process of development, and he 
intimated very strongly they were of a char- 
acter quite as sensational as the charges al- 
ready made against Lieut. Kipley. At the 
State’s Attorney’s office they saidthey had 
never before hadan intimation that there 
was anything like aconspiracy to hang 
Hathaway. 


The Hennessy Trial. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., March 10.—The attorney 
for Politz, one of the alleged Hennessy mur- 
derers, who made a confession to the court 
the other day, insists that the man is insane 
and will make that his pleainthe defense of 
the accused. He will also endeavor to prove 
that the man is insane. 

POLITEZ’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. John Rocchi, who succeeded in having a 
long talk with Politez, the insane witness, 
reporting it said: 

„The man is, as I told the Judge, out of 
his mind. He told me that I had dined with 
Hennessy. Inever dined with Mr. Hennessy 
in my life. I spoke to him very kindly and 
finally succeeded in bringing him into court. 
He told me that he didn’t want any lawyer 
here. He wanted his lawyer from 
Texas—somewhere in Texas. He seemed 
very much afraid, and I told 
him that the Court would pro- 
tect him. Iasked him where he was when 
the shooting took place, and he said, ‘At 
home in bed. I was sleeping.’ He is very 
much excited and continually mentioned the 
name of Ruguza, but heaven only knows who 
Ruguzais. He asked me the name of the 
Chief of Police who was killed, and I told him 
Mr. Hennessy. He then said that he was not 
with the party who killed the Chief of Police. 
That he had nothing to do with those who 
killed the Chief. At times he spoke Italian 
very imperfectly, and I could not make out 
what he said. Hespoke about the Proven- 
zano and Matranga affair, in which he seems 
to have been connected in some way. 

Mr. Cefalu, who took part in the interview 
between Mr. Rocchi and Politez, said: 
**Politez wanted me to bring him into court, 
and said that if I would sit with him he 
would come out. He told me to ask the judge 
to take his place and let the lawyer defend 
him. He did not want any lawyer. ‘If 
guilty,’ Politez said, ‘I am willing to hang 
myself.’ 

„Being asked who had killed the Chief, 
Politez said: ‘How do 1 know? I was in bed 
sleeping at the time.’ The next day, when 
hecame home, his wife told him: ‘They 
have killed the Chief of Police, and you had 
better leave the city.’ He was getting ready 
to leave the city when he was arrested. 

„„ asked him again who had killed the 
Chief, and his answer was, I don’t know.’ 
He seems to be angry with Father Manoritta, 
and does not want to see him. He asked us: 

„% Bring my wife and the other woman.’

Despite these little eccentricities 
she loved him still, and her only desire 
seemed to get to him in the Sheriff’s office. 


The Hatflelds as Thief Catchers. 

PARKERSBURG, W. Va., March 10.—That the 
Hatfield gang are capable of doing good in 
their rough and lawless way was demon- 
strated last Saturday. The men working in 
the Hatfield tunnel on the Norfolk & Western 
extension were paid off last Friday and all of 
them, except fiVe negroes, celebrated the 
event Dy getting gloriously drunk. During 
the night, while in a drunken stupor, the men 
were robbed by the negroes of $400. When the 
victims discovered their loss on Saturday 
they appealed to old man Hatfield, the leader 
of the famous Hatfield gang. After listening 
to their story he blewa blast upon a horn 
and six Hatfields, mounted and armed, re- 
sponded to the call. They at once started in 
pursuit of the negroes. They were. soon 
overtaken and seven rifies were leveled at 
their heads, while they were told to deliver 
up their booty. The entire amount of money 
stolen was recovered and $100 of the negroes’ 
money taken besides. The Hatflelds ro- 
turned, gavethe $400 to whom it belonged, 
kept the $100 and tacked up at each end of the 
tunnel this sign: 

Any nigger found on these premises after 12 to-day 
will be attended to. 


A Record of Tragedies. 

LOGANPORT, Ind., March 10.—A sensational 
occurrence in connection with the trial and 
conviction of Martin Shafer for the murder of 
Edward Lowrey has just been made public. 
Last Thursday Shafer handed to Sheriff Don- 
aldson, for mailing, a letter addressed to his 
wife. In pursuance of his duty Donaldson 
opened the letter, which informed Mrs. 
Shafer that the writer had decided to feign 
insanity and in this way be sent to the asy- 
lum here, instead of the pentitentiary. He 
hoped to make his escape from the asylum 
through the co-operation of a relative em- 
ployed as guard at that place. Beside out- 
lining his plans of escape, the communication 
contained directions for the disposition of 
his property. While a motion for a new trial 
was being argued before Judge McConnell 
on Friday the letter was handed to the Judge 
who immediately sentenced Shafer to fifteen 
years’ imprisonment at Michigan City. 

KILLED IN A DURL. 

SAN Direo, Cal., March 9.—The particulars 
of the killing of Wm, Trimmer by Frank Coto, 
at El Cajon, forms a sensational story. Trim- 
mer had been courting Coto’s sister, but was 
objected to by her relatives. Sunday the 
young men met and Coto forbade Trimmer to 
call on his sister again. After a quarrel they 
decided to ght a duel. Twenty paces were 
stepped off and both began firing. After a 
few shots Trimmer fell dead, while Coto re- 
ceived a severe woundin thearm and back. 
He has been arrested to await the action of 
the Grand-jury. 

A TRAGIC MYSTERY CLEARED UP. 

NEVADA, Mo., March 10.—On Dec. 28, 1888, 
Fred Krouse was murdered at a saloon known 
as the ‘‘Line House,’’ near the Kansas bor- 
der. Yesterday Al Taylor, a negro, Andrew 
Smith, a Swedish farmer, and Lewis Poland 
were lodged in jail charged with the crime. 
Taylor has made a confession, charging

MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 10.—Pauline Chris- 
tian, a woman of 45, was forcibly adminis- 
tered a dose of poison from which she died 
yesterday. She had been supporting a negro 
preacher named Moore up to two days ago 
when she refused to take care of him any 
longer. He got her a bottle of poison and 
told her to take it which she refused to do, 
He forced the bottle into her mouth and 
poured a large quantity of the stuff down her 
throat. Moore made his escape.

THE BANERUPTCY BILL. 


A Manufacturer’s Views in Regard to the 
Opposition to It. 


In reference to the bankruptcy bill that 
passed the House of Representatives, and 
which was not taken up in the Senate because 
of lost time, 8. C. Halsey, a large wholesale 
dealer of New York, whois atthe Southern, 
said; ‘‘The opposition to the bill comes from 
two sources, the country lawyers and the 
men who consider insolvency to be not a 
remote possibility. Ofcourse, there was op- 
position from other quarters, but the two 
classes mentioned did the most 
effective work in delaying the pas- 
sage of the bill. The great wholesale 
houses, almost without exception, are as 
much in favor of a bankruptcy law asthe 
bankers and the different boards of trade of 
the country. But all the lawyers in the small 
country towns are opposed to it, as they 
think, erroneously in my opinion, that its en- 
actment would deprive them ofa great deal 
of business. The way that affairs are man- 
aged now, gives the country lawyers a very 
considerable amount of practice. As soon as 
it is known that a merchant ina small town 
is involved, his local creditors at once set to 
work to grab everything in sight, and 
before the wholesale dealer who sells the 
merchant the goods knows what is going on, 
every piece of property is decorated with an 
attachment. Lawyersare naturally on the 
lookout for cases of this kind, and instances 
are numerous in which a man’s credit has 
been attacked solely for the purpose of mak- 
ing cases. Wholesale dealers under the pres- 
ent system cannot afford to take the risk of 
carrying merchants over a season of trouble 
that they otherwise would, and the 
man who honestly wishes to pay his 
debts suffers. The fraudulent insol- 
vent is given great opportunities 
of cheating, for nothing is easier than to ad- 
mit the existence ofa bogus debt to a neigh- 
bor, and make an arrangement with him to 
have everything seized before the foreign 
creditors can take action, The small country 
towns suffer more than the cities from the 
lack of a bankruptcy law, as it is not easy for 
their merchants to obtain credits, and from 
the tone of their representatives can be seen 
thatthey are beginning to perceive where 
their true interests lie. That the bill will be- 
come a law at the next meeting of Congress 
seems certain.

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JOHNSON HAS JUMPED. 


THE STORY OF HIS, PERFIDY CON FIRMED 
BY TO-DAY’S ADVICES, 


His Associates Surprised, but Not Dis- 
heartened—They Will Secure Another 
Olub for the Association — Pugilism , 
Racing and Other Sporting News. 


OINCINNATI, March 10.—A thunderbolt from 
a clear sky could not have created greater 
surprise and dismay than the announcement 
to the Association delegates last night that 
Al Johnson had sold out his interest 
in the Cincinnati Club to the National 
League, There was a little group 
assembled in the corridors of the Burnet 
House shortly before the hour of midnight. 
They were all in a happy frame of mind, as 
they had received news early in the evening 
that the League agent had failed to negotiate 
with Johnson, and they naturally felt secure 
in their position and confident of 
success in the fight with the old organiza- 
tion. Afew ot them at first refused to credit 
the report. If the deal had been consummated 
early in the day it would not have occasioned 
so much surprise, but they all felt secure in 
the belief that the League had refused to treat 
with the big Brotherhood chief. 

Nothing ought to surprise me,’’ replied 
Julian B. Hart, but still I believed that 
Johnson would remain firm in his resolve and 
omg out the issue with the Leaguein this 
city.** 

THE FEELING THIS MORNING. 

A group of jolly-looking men stood in the 
lobby of the Burnet House this morning 
chatting and laughing in an unconcerned way. 
They were delegates from the various clubsin 
the American Association who came here to 
attend the spring meeting. ‘‘You fellows 
zust wait two or three days, said Zach 
Phelps, and you will see a change in the 
situation.’’ 

Chris Von der Ahe and George Munson ar- 
rived this morning from St. Louis and joined 
the crowd. 

Von der Ahe remarked: ‘‘We, the Associa- 
tion, is not yet whipped and we will make a 
big fight before giving up.’’ 

That's about the size of it, chimed Mun- 
son. Oineinnati favors an Association club, 
and the matter of puttinga new club in here 
eon certainly be discussed at the meeting to- 

3 

We are not beaten,’’ said Julian Hart, 
**though taken by surprise. We will meet as 
we had arranged to do, but other business 
will come up before the schedule is dis- 
cussed.’’ 

The feeling expressed by other delegates 
was that Johnson had madea good thing of 
the sale, but that he had madea catspaw of 
the Association. Twenty-four hours ago the 
League was whipped to a standstill. They 
were desperate, and as Kelly expressed it, 
Would have paid $60,000 to get the club.“ 

They alsosay that Johnson should, as a 
matter of principle, have given the Associa- 
tion a chance to purchaseat the same figures 
before selling out. The deal places President 
Kramer in the very peculiar position of liv- 
ing in a city which has no Association club. 

The League has the best of the situation 
this morning, but everything may change by 
night. Prince and Wagner can now turn on 
the League and close the gates of the Western 
avenue grounds by injunction. Altogether 
affairs are decidedly mixed. This“ last deal 
makes six organizations the Cincinnati 
club has held membership in within the past 
eighteen months. Within four months she 
has been in the League three times. 

AL JOHNSON’S PERFIDY. 

Telegraphic advices to-day confirm the 
story that Al Johnson of Cleveland, who con- 
trolled the Association franchise at Cincin- 
nati, has proved a traitor to his associates 
and sold to the National League hisclub and 
honor, or, rather, his reputation, for if he 
has acted as claimed he had no 
honor to dispose ot. The story 
told in the telegrams is that 
J. Palmer O'Neill and Ed Hanlon, President 
and Manager respectively of the Pittsburg 
National League team, visited Cleveland and 
held several conferences with Johnson. 
A. G. Spalding of Chicago is also re- 
ported tohave been in Cleveland advising 
with his associates, but returned home be- 
fore any deal was made. Johnson, while in 
New York on Feb. 22, hada talk with Abell of 
the Brooklyn National League Club, in 
which they are said to have agreed 
upon $35,000 as a fair price to be paid 
by the National League for Johnson’s Oinein- 
nati plant, and Abell said he thought he 
could get the ex-Players’ League magnate 
that price. O’Neil offered Johnson $35,000 
yesterday morning and $2,500 money 
advanced by Johnson to the  Cin- 
cinnati players, but wanted a bond of $20,000, 
protecting him against the Chicago, Phila- 
delphia and Boston interest holders in the 
Cincinnati Club. Johnson was willing to 
accept this proposition if O’Neil would guar- 
antee him against the New York 
and Brooklyn interests. AS O’ Neil 
refused to do this and would not 
give notes that were satisfactory the men 
separated in not the most pleasant state of 
mind. Hanlon brought the men together 
again and Johnson wanted $30,000 cash for his 
interests just as they stood, regardless of 
all claims. O’Neil was only willing to 
pay $20,000, but after considerable parleying 
it was agreed that Johnson should be paid 
$26,000 cash and given a note for $4,000 pay- 
able July 1, this note to be indorsed by all the 
League clubs. O’Neil is to take immediate 
possession oftheclub. Johnsonalso agrees 
not to go into the base ball business for ten 
years. Johnson himself in an interview is al- 


leged to have admitted that he sold out. The 


transfer was madeto Frank Chamberlain of 
Cleveland as a blind, but this was afterward 
changed. Johnson says he is glad 
to be out of the base ball 
business. He will go to Hot Springs and from 
there to Louisville, where he is to be mar- 
ried, and thence to Eu rope on his wedding 
tour. Johnson, in return for his perfidy to 
the Association, declares that he hopes 
they will win their fight with 
the National League. His action will provea 
surprise to his associates in the Association, 
who had great confidence in his integrity. 
Only yesterday Mr. J. Earle Wagner of the 
Philadelphia Players’ League team de- 
clared that the stories which had been 
telegraphed about Johnson selling out to the 
League made him laugh, for Johnson was the 
soul of honor and would be the last man on 
Besides he 
had a personal grievance against the Na- 
tional League for the shabby manner in which 
they had treated him when they compromised 
with the Players’ League. 

Johnson’s treason will be a severe blow to 
the Association, but by no means a fatal one. 
They will get another team to take the place 
of his orgagization, and the transfer of his 
club from the Association to the National 
League may invalidate some of his contracts 
with the Cincinnati players, giving the As- 
sociation a chance to sign them.
